If Edmonton business men are to 
enjoy a satisfactory meastre of trade 
during the mid-winter season, it is to be 
suspected that they will have to do-some- 


thing more than keep thelr shops open 
on Wednesday afternoons. Lengthening 
the biisineéss week ih that way would 


enlarge their opportunity to do business. 
But it might not bring many new 
custumers to them. 

Mid-winter is proverbially a quiet time 
in the trading year. Unless means are 
taken to off-set the prevailing conditions, 
it may be quieter this year than usual. 
There have been predictions aplenty that 
“such will be the case. There are those 
who state positively that such must be 
the case. For them the expectation will 
no doubt be realized. Expecting dull times 
is the best of all ways to bring dull times. 

But to those who believe that the 
times are much as we make them, the 


‘vourse is obvious. They should make 
more than the usual effort to attract 
attention to what they have to sell. 


Advertising pays at all times, if it is done 
intelligently and persistently. But it pays 
best when it is most needed. When 
buyers are indifferent is the time to tell 
“them why they should buy, and what, 
and where. 

THE TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY 

The city council might better, for 
many reasons, re-submit the bridge by- 
laws to the ratepayers, rather than go to 
the legislature and ask for power to over- 
ride the expressed will of the ratepayers 
and carry out these and similar improve- 
ments. ‘ 

Council might, however, very properly 
ask the legislature to make a reduction in 
the majority that is now necessary to 
validate a money bylaw. At present a by- 
law must be approved by two-thirds of 
those voting on it, or it fails. 

That percentage was fixed at a time 
when the veto power of the taxpayer was 
the only barrier against an undue increase 
of the city’s debt at the will of an extrava- 
gant council. Such is no longer the case. 
Council must now secure the consent of 
the Public Utilities Commission before 
making any capital expenditure, even if 
one hundred per cent of the taxpayers ap- 
prove the expenditure. 

With this additional safeguard against 
extravagance, it is no JOnger necessary to 
maintain the twethirds majority that was 
required to permit a capital expenditure 
to be made under the former condition. 
But there is a limit beyond which it 
would not be advisable to go in cutting 
down the favorable vote necessary. 

It would be quite safe to reduce the re- 
quirement under present conditions from 
two-thirds of the voting taxpayers to say 
55 or 60 per cent. That would not Seri- 
ously lessen the power of the taxpayers 
to prevent an unwise expenditure, But it 
would make less likely that a just and 
necessary project. should fail to carry be- 
eaupe the taxpayers do not all go to the 
polls, 

There would probably be little objec- 
tion to a reduction of that proportion, if 
any at all. Certainly there would be less 
objection than there would be to the pro- 
posal to give council power to ignore the 
taxpayers und increase the city debt with- 
out their consent. 


WHY CLOSED SCHOOLS? 


The rural school has been hard hit by 
the ome in wheat prices and the result- 
ing inability of taxpayers to pay. A dele- 
gation from Willingdon waited on the 
Minister of Education and informed him 
that, without assistance, a number of 
schools in that district would be unable to 
open promptly for the coming term and 
perhaps for an indefinite time. Teachers 
of sorne schools there were also being 
isked to accept a reduction in salary in or- 
ler to enable the boards to carry on. 

What is true in that section is true 
also in other sections. Throughout the 
ewer areas of settlement it is the rule 
vather than the exception that schools are 
t present in arrears in the payment of 
\eachers and facing the possibility of hav- 
ng to suspend operations for a time 
through scarcity of funds. 

It is to the discredit of the province 
hat such a situation should exist. It is 
oually to the disadvantage of the schools 
When teachers have to wait months for 
their pay, it can only be expected that 


young mén and woien who have ambition 
will either get out of the weaker school 
districts or get out of the profession. And 
in proportion 4s salaries are depressed, 
those teachers who are worth the existing 
salariés will turn to other occupations. 

The new arrangement that municipal, 
councils are to collect school taxes may 
help to right matters, or it may not. 

e Minister has certainly taken a 
step in the tight direction in ordering that 
school grants for the last term are to be 
paid protfiptly, and that grants for the 
coming term may be sent out in monthly 
iristalments. That undoubtedly will make 
it possible to open some schools which 
would otherwise be closed for a month or 
more, and will help a great number of 
embarrassed boards to get their affairs 
more in order, 

Sooner or later, the Government will 
have to take the whole question of school 
financing in hand ahd put this on a busi- 
ness footing, and the sooner that is done 
the better. One course would be to ask 
the legislature to establish a “revolving 
fund” from which loans cotild be made to 
school boards which are unable to pay 
teachers aiid meet theit other obligations 
as these fall due. The Government hold- 
ing the taxing power, there would be no 
danger that these loans could not be eol- 
lected. 

If that were done, evéry school board 
in the province could wind up the year 
with its bills paid, schools would re-open 
on time and be kept open for the regular 
period, and there would be no more cof 
this “off again, on again” méthod of con- 
ducting schools in outlying distriets and 
in times of general depression. 

It would require some courage to adopt 
this somewhat radical departure. But if 
there is one ditection in Which courage 
should be shown it is in that of providing 

-and insisting—that the schools of the 
province be carried on in an érdeérly, dig- 
nified and business-like manner.

Health and Diet Advice

A COMMON CHAIN OF SYMPTOMS 
As I read over the many thousands of letters which 
are sent to me by my readers, I see the majority of 
them deal with three main s¥mp.oms, whieh are 
more commonly grouped together than any other 


three. If a Jetier mentioned one of them it is fairly 
sure to say something of the other two. The “Big 
Three” are First, indigestion; second, gas on the 
stomach and bowels; third, constipation. Time and 


again I have seen this common train of symptoms 
demonstrated. The reason for this is that when food 
is not digested properly, it causes discomfort in the 
stomach and Jeads to fermentation and the produc- 
tion of gas in the stomach and bowels. 

The digestive tract should be considered as a 
whole, and any trouble which interferes with the 
normal function ng of the stomach, itself, is liable 
to alfect the bowels, leading to a blocking of the na-+ 
tural functions, or constipation. Any diet system 
that improves the digestion should also lessen the 
tendency toward constipation and gas. If a pefson 
is able to strengthen the muscular tone of the intes- 
tines so that constipation is overcome, there is also 
likely to be a marked improvement in digestion and 
less of that tendency toward flatulence, 

In treating the pody it should be considered as a 
funetioning whole. Many doctors and patients make 
the mistake of trying to treat one specific symp.om 
without considering the other functions. It should 
be remembered that, along with the “Big Three,” the 
patient will usualy mention some of the following 
troubles: coated tongue, tired feeling, headache, liver 
trouble, heartburn, nervousness, underweight, rap.d 
heart, bad breath or skin disorders. It would be folly 
to try to treat any one of thése symptoms if they are 
caused by trouble in the digestive tract. In the cure 
of any disease of the digestive organs it is necessary 
to subsiitule good habits of eating and living for 
bad ones.

Cherubini, the great Italian-French composer and 
teacher, was noted for his wit, which certainly was 
biting on many occasiofs. One day a man who had 
a trémendous voice came to him for advice. COherus 
bini asked him to s!ng, whereupon the visitor opened 
his mouth and began a bellowing that shook the 
house. When he had finished he looked at the com- 
posér anxiously. 

“What shall I become?” he asked 

“An auctioneer,” laconically replied the maestro. 

A musical friend onee brought a seore to Cheru- 
bini to be read critically, saying it was the work of 
Mehul, who, in the course of his career, wrote 42 
operas, and was praised by many critics as the suc- 
cessor of Gluck. Looking the piece over, Cherubini 
said: 

“This is not Mehul’s; it is too bad to be his.” 

“Will you believe me if I tell you it is mine?” 
asked the visitor. 

“No,” retorted the ms*stro 
yours!” 

Cherubini was director of the Paris Conservatoire 
at a time When Berlioz was a student there. The 
young man who was later to be a luminary of the 
world of music did not get on well with the sharp- 
tongued director. One examination day Cherubini 
was running over a piece Berlioz had submitted when 
he came upon a complete resi of two measures. “What 
is that?” he asked sarcastically. 

“Mr. Director,” explained Berlioz, “I wish to pro- 
duce an effect which I thought would best be gained 
by silence.” 

“Ah, you think it will produce a good effect upon 
the audience if you suppress two measures?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Very good idea,” said Cherubini, “but the effect 
will be even better if you suppress it all.” 

One of the most caustic criticisms the compcser 
evér gave was without words. Halevy, who had been 
one of his favorite pupils, invited the old master to 
hear one of his operas. At the end of the first act 
he asked Cherubin! how he liked the composition 
—— seemed not to hear him, for he made no 
reply. 

At the end of the second act Halevy again asked 
his opinion.

I have just returned to my hotel

“Why, no,” my companion said, 
as he looked behind him, “it’s a dark 
day, indeed. Look at the shadow!” 

He was looking at the shadow he 
cast behind him. Ke had turned 
away from the brightness of the 
sun 

And then he laughed 

“That's just what the nation is 
Going,” he said, “looking backward. 
We are wallowing in statistics about 
the past. We are reeling drunkenly 
in an orgy of aralysis of our past 
mistakes. Wo ave looking at our 
economic shadow when we should 
be marching into the sun.” 

He was a man acutely aware of 
the world forces that enter into the 
current economic situation. Never 
has there been a man less inclined 
to fool himself. He knows that the 
men at the very center of policy- 
meking in business and in politics 
must ‘wallow in statistics about our 
past,” but he knows that the almost 
diseased concentration of the rank 
and file of us on the immediate past 
is unwarran.ed and nationally dang- 
erous. He ‘knows that for the aver- 
age man the immediate future holds 
recovery, not disaster. We shall not 
solve all the tangled problems of 
the machine age next month, but 
business recovery, within comfort- 
able and healthy bounds, is inevit- 
able 

Since time began, certainly since 
the modern business system got un- 
der way, abrormal consumption has 
been followed by subnormal con- 
sumption and, after the period of 
fear has passed, normal consumption 
has returned, end a bit later the 
eirele has been rounded to high con- 
sumption again. 

All of our experience points to the 


fact that the phase of subnormal 
consumption has about run its 
course.

REBELLION DAYS RECALLED 


Bd tor Bulletin: 

Tt was an interested readér of 
your arti¢is “A Veteran of Reil’s 
Rebellion”. If I was not as deaf a6 
the proverbiaj post I would like to 
met Mr. Obtewell. 

Mr. Ottewell has made the mis- 
take that a great many made at 
that time, re the real s‘a'us of the 
so-called Colonel Stutsman. His 
name Was Stulsman, not Stutzman. 
I knew him well. He got his title as 
coléne] from Gov. James, who was 
appointed Governor of Dako a in 
1860, and S‘utsman was made 
commander of the militia company 
of 82 men. But he ddn't last long. 
He could make mote money selling 
whisky to the Indians. 

My father was deputy U. 58. 
Marshal and had charge of the 
criminal branch of the service in 
1865. Father with four Indians 46 
guides and an inerpreter went 
from Yomkton to Devil's Lake in 
what is now North Dakota, and 
arrested Stutsman for selling whi- 
sky to the Indians. I do not remem- 
ber if Stutsman was convicted or 
not but he left the coun‘ry. Pre- 
vious to that he had been a can- 
didate for Congress 

The first time Le fan as a Repub- 
liean against J. B, Stadd, a cousin 
of President Lincoln's wife. In 1864 
he wes an Independent candidate 
egainst Dr. W. A. Burleigh and 
was again beaten. 

The next time he was heard rom 
was in the fall of 1870. About 60 
young chaps, mostly from the sou- 
thern states, started north to join 
Rel but when they got to where 
Fargo, N. D., is wow tiey found out 
that the rebellion was over, Two 
men that were formerly members 
of the 8th Minnesota Cavalry saw 
Stutsman there. They said ie was 
mixed up with Reil in the plot. 

That's the last I ever heard of 
him. He lost his feet trying to beat 
a widow woman out of a \% section 
of land where Sioux Falls is now. 
The Indians killed her man and 
son while working in the field. The 
widow had six months to get on the 
land. When her time wag three 
days over due Stutsman started to 
Vermilion to file a contést.. A storm 
came up. Stut-man lost his way 
and also lost both his feet and @ 
chance to contest the woman's 
homestead. 

He never was a Colonel, never had 
anything to do with the army. 
Neither did he have any inflence at 
Washington. He was a_ trouble 


| maker and a crook, and would have 


sold Reid out if it had been ne- 
cessary to win that way, but happily 
it was not. 

Mr, Ottewell is not the only one 
who thought Stutsman was a re- 
presentative of the U. 8, governs 
ment, In 1881 I pas-ed through 


| Winnipeg on my way to the Bas- 


katchewan river to put the machine 
ery in three steam boats. We were 
delayed at the ‘Peg for séveral 
days. IT ran across several men 
there that knew Stutman, We 
had some hot arguments about 
Stutsman. Almost every one bee 
lieved Stut-man was a represent- 
ative Of the U. 8. government, I 
he'ped to put the machinery in 
the northeast and the northwest, I 
think it was, and was second en- 
ginecr ip the first boat that ever 
came to Edmonton, the spring that 
Riel's stcond rebellion broke out. 
I have had lots of talks with R, K. 
Alan of your city about what kind 
of a country it was then. He was
